HE manufacturers of automobiles probably have a more gen­ 
erous supply of buoyant optimism than any other class ot 
business men, sugge ting thM if the latter might more closely 
pattern their condition of mind on that of the motor car mak­ 
ers during the development o f that great industry the new pros­ 
perity would shortly arrive. 
One of the leaders of the motor 
car industry recently predicted that within three years a new 
high record of motor car sales would be made— exceeding the 
5,358,000 cars produced in 1929. 
During the depression era the output was cut to 1,370,000 
cars in 1932, but there has been a rapid increase since that year. 
The 1935 production is expected to exceed 3 l/2 million, and an 
output of 4 million cars is forecast for 1936. Most automobile 
companies lost money in 1931 and 19 >2, but they kept up their 
efforts in increase the efficiency and refinement of their product, 
and at the same time reduce prices. 
The result has been that 
cars may he bought today for less than $1,000 that are better 
than those that cost upward of $3,000 a few years ago,

Charts made from those records show that the w’eather moves in 
cycles covering a hundred years or more, and in the last 25 years the 
summers ha\e been growing warmer, with a corresponding decrease in 
rain.

HARRISBURG, July 26,—On and 
after September 1. producers and re­ 
tail dealers who sell eggs directly to 
consumers in Pennsylvania will have 
to be careful about the quality of 
eggs they sell as “fresh” according 
to a reminder from the State De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture. 
An am endment to the existing 
fresh eggs law provides standards for 
fresh eggs and 
prohibits labeling 
eggs as fresh unless they meet the 
minimum requirements set forth in 
the act. 
Such term s as “new laid eggs” or 
“strictly fresh eggs” have been used 
at times in the past in m erchan­ 
dizing eggs which were really net 
fresh. 
State officials have been 
handicapped in controlling this prac­ 
tice because no standards for fresh , 
eggs were authorized by law. 
The minimum requirements forI 
fresh eggs as provided 
legislation, are as

regular: <b> The yolk may be visible 
but not plainly visible or mobile; 
(c) The White must be firm and 
clear; (d> The germ must not show 
any visible development. 
A tolerance of 10 per cent is al­ 
lowed in wholesale lots of shell eggs 
for eggs which do not quite meet 
the minimum requirements.

OLD FORGE, N. Y.—Seven Adi­ 
rondack beavers will return to the 
cradle of their race on the state 
hatchery grounds here to participate 
in the State Conservation D epart­ 
m ent’s 
50th 
anniversary 
celebra­ 
tion, July 20-21. 
They will be accorded the defer- 
| ence due to distinguished guests, 
i for 30 years ago their species were 
I extinct in the North Woods. 
To­ 
day they are flourishing. 
Beavers were plentiful through the 
Adirondacks before the 17th century. 
But fashion decreed the convention­ 
al property of the beaver hat about 
1650 
and 
European 
fur markets 
sought out the remote wilds of the 
New World to supply ever-increas­ 
ing demands for beaver pelts, and 
1850 found the beaver gone entirely 
from the Adirondacks. In less than 
two centuries a beaver population 
estimated in excess of one million 
vanished. 
In 1900 Harry V. Radford of New 
York, champion of all forms of wild 
life, took up the cudgel for restora­ 
tion of the beaver, and in 1904 the 
legislature voted a small appropria­ 
tion to the forest, fish and game 
commission for the purpose. 
When 
the St. Louis Exposition came to a 
close, seven Canadian beavers ex­ 
hibited there were purchased and 
liberated on Big Moose lake, Ra- 
quette lake and the south branch 
of Moose river. 
That was the first attem pt to re­ 
store the species to natural habitats 
of the Adirondacks and the effort 
soon resolved itself into an achieve­ 
ment. 
The seven rapidly m ulti­ 
plied and sought other waters in 
which to build and propagate. Sev­ 
eral more shipm ents followed, which 
were released at various lakes and 
stream s between 
Old Forge 
and 
Tupper lake. Ten years later a cen­ 
sus of Adirondack beavers placed 
their number at 20,000. 
They continued to increase un 
til the State Conservation Depart 
ment, in 1924. by declaring an open 
season 
on 
the 
species, adopted 
what was proved to be a success­ 
ful policy of control. 
Now a colony of seven beavers is 
to be established in the identical 
rearing 
pond 
on 
the 
hatchery 
grounds in Old Forge.

“Certainly crows eat 
eggs, but they eat more grubs, cut 
worms and field mice than they do 
eggs. W hat I suggest is control of 
the crow, not exterm ination.”

Naval Expert On Fleet 
Value 


RANKED AHEAD 
OF PLANE IN WAR

BERLIN. July 26 —Fast pursuit 
planes and lieavy bombers will nev- r 
blow big battleships out of the water 
and so render modern dreadnoughts 
useless. 
They are powerful auxil­ 
ia n ’ weapon? and nothing but that. 
That is how a German naval ex­ 
pert. writing in the Berliner Boer- 
senzeitung, 
summarized the G er­ 
man 
view 
in the controversy of 
battleship 
versus 
aerial 
armada. 
Since the Boersenzeitung is often 
used as (he mouthpiece of the G er­ 
man W ar M inistry, special atten­ 
tion 
can 
be 
paid to the article, 
which they may be considered as 
giving the official naval viewpoint cf 
Germ any at a time when Germany's 
naval plans are of prime interest 
in Europe. 
The writer, who uses the nom de 
plume "Hans WLking.” builds up his 
arguments as follows: 
1. Three-quarters oí the worlds 
surface 
consists 
of water, which 
means that for greater operations on 
sea the nations must rely on sur­ 
face craft rather than aircraft, un­ 
less planes are constructed that can 
overcome all difficulties in long- 
range operations. 
2. The better the airplane the 
better and stronger will surface ships 
be protected against air attacks by 
improved armor and anti-aircraft 
guns. 
Tliis old rule has been valid 
as long as wars have been fought. 
3. 
Airplane 
carriers, 
so-called 
operating bases of aircraft on the 
high seas ,are most vulnerable to 
enemy attack from both water and 
land. They are, as a matter of fact, 
most beautiful targets for good gun- 


ners and are easier to hit than fast- 
moving and low buijt seacrait. 
4. Past pursuit planes are alright 
for reconnoitertng operations but 
have 
no 
fighting 
value 
against 
dreadnoughts. 
5. 
Heavy 
bombers and torpedo 
bombers have to descend very 16w 
to hit their targets and there is 
every probability that gunfire w ill 
bring them down before they do 
serious damage. 
6. Only a naval fleet of superio 
ships and guns can destroy another 
naval fleet. 
7. The importance of heavy plam s 
is that they bring heavy weapons 
into action against an enemy fleet 
faster than the fleet itself, but in 
major sea actions must necessarily 
I play the role of auxiliary weapons. 
8. Airplanes are important for at­ 
tacks on naval bases and for their 
! defense, in which capacity seems to 
(lie most of their future usefulness. 
The article concludes by demand­ 
ing fast and heavy planes for the 
navy 
commanded 
by 
the 
naval 
j authorities. 
I 
“ We cannot dispense with planes 
j on the sea,” the article concludes, 
“ but neither can we dispense with 
fine surface ships of high fighting 
qualities. You may tease the enemy 
with planes, but you w ill never de­ 
feat him altogether.” 
Considering that 
Germany 
has 
given thorough consideration to the 
problem of how to give its small 
navy the greatest power, this atti­ 
tude on ai-craft offense Is of great 
significance to naval attaches here.

H A R R IS B U R G , Ju ly 26— In act­ 
ing on tl e 193o-1937 state budget, 
Gov. George H. Earle gave his ap­ 
proval to expenditure of $46,000 of 
the taxpayers’ money for the ex­ 
penses of five new’ investigations and 
commissions while at the same time 
rejecting more than $51,000 in the 
expenses of previous probes. 
The governor approved appropria­ 
tions of $10.000 each for legislative 
committees to investigate local gov­ 
ernments, administration of unem­ 
ployment 
relief 
and 
the 
public 
school system, $1,000 for a probe of 
the Gilberton mine disaster in which 
13 men died and $15,000 for the ex­ 
penses of commemorating the 75th 
anniversarv of the battle of Gettys­ 
burg In 1938. 
At the same time the executive re­ 
jected bills for $40.594 for expenses 
of the pyrotechnical but ill-starred 
utility investigations of 1931 and 
1932 during the administration of 
Gifford Pinchot, declaring that the 
question of whether the bills mer­ 
ited payment should have been de­ 
cided by his predecessor. 
The committee which investigated 
the state liquor stores system at his 
demand submitted a bill for $23,500 
mostly for counsel fees but before 
approving 
it the governor 
pared 
away $3,500 and gave the committee 
a round $20,000. He cut the bills for 
the insurance investigation last ses­ 
sion from $6,204 to $2,000; investi­ 
gation of the state penal system 
from $799 20 to $350 and for the in­ 
vestigation of Philadelphia poor dis­ 
tricts from $5,999.60 to $3,500. 
The investigations of local gov­ 
ernments, 
relief 
and 
the 
public 
schools, if they achieved the goals 
set forth in the preambles of the 
resolutions under which they were 
authorized, could save the taxpay­ 
ers millions of dollars. 
The current 
agitation for reduction in govern­ 
mental expenses and elimination cf 
“ ox cart” government makes the 
probabilities that some of the goals 
will be achieved greater than they 
have been in years. 
Taxpayers organizations a s s e r t 
that there is no need for the more 
than 5.000 individual governmental 
units, each w’ith taxing and spend­ 
ing powers, that now exist in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Agitation for their elim ­ 
ination or consolidation has met 
with violent opposition from the 
forces of "home rule” and the elect­ 
ed and appointed officials now serv­ 
ing in those districts. 
B y devising 
some means of unifying and con­ 
solidating this huge governmental 
structure, the 
governments conceivably could lift 
the burden of several m illion dollars | 
in local taxes from the backs of tax­ 
payers. 
Although measures to consolidate 
governmental units were virtually 
all killed in the recent legislature.

COVER CROPS WILL SAVE SOIL 
AND PLANT FOOD 
A crop sown in orchards, com or 
j other row crops, or sown after a 
¡crop is hSrvested, to 
be 
plowed 
j down the next spring for soil im- 
j provement is generally considered 
a cover crop. Such a crop retards 
washing and blowing of the surface 
| soil, leaching out of plantsfood, adds 
organic matter to the soil in 
the 
form of roots and tops and. if it is 
i a legume, also adds nitrogen. 
Clover sown on small 
grain 
in 
spring to be plowed down the next 
spring is rather a “green manure” 
crop since it occupies the ground 
for an entire season. 
Summer sown cover 
crops 
are 
likely to work in best for 
the 
or- 
jchardist or truck growers who has 
| no manure and cannot afford to let 
his land lie in sod. The cover crop 
has little chance in heavy corn in 
a normally dry summer and on soil 
of normal fertility. It takes good 
land to grow a money crop and a 
cover crop at the same time. Con­ 
sequently, one has little chance to 
improve poor land by this means, 
although it may help materially to 
maintain a good soil. Early sowing 
of summer cover crops aids mater­ 
ially. Sow ahead of the last normal 
cultivation, before the corn or other 
crop has completely filled tha soil 
with roots and completely shaC^d it. 


Sow. if possible, after a good rain. 
Seed sown in dry soil may never 
germinate or may be smothered by 
later rains. 
Select the cover crop to fit the 
conditions. Where the soil is sweet 
and inoculation taken care of, sweet 
clover is the cheapest and surest 
proposition; provided, also that the 
land need not be plowed in spring 
until the new growth 
is 
several 
inches high, otherwise it will come 
up as a weed. This eliminates sweet 
clover where oats must follow corn. 
Red clover is often satisfactory. 
Other seed seems scarcely worth 
sowing. Winter vetch is good when 
once the ground is thoroughly in­ 
oculated for it, blit there is danger 
of it proving a weed in later crops 
of winter grain. Soybeans and cow 
peas require much moisture which 
may be needed by the main crop, 
and both are killed by 
frost 
The 
seed is usually high so that their 
adaptation is probably limited. Mix­ 
tures of one or more of the clovers, 
with vetch included on 
truck 
or 
orchard land, are probably the best 
bet; 
Rye sown before mid-August may 
rust so seriously as to amount to 
little. From August 15 on, however, 
rye or rye and vetch are about all j 
that can be depended upon.
